Strike Is Unigue. : 

“This strike is unique in this re- 
spect: that the labor.unions are 
endeavoring, by a threat of destruc- 
tion of the railroad, to force the rail- 
road to pay them money it cannot 
If any similar 
strike has ever occurred I have not 
heard of it. ‘The labor unions take 
the position that if the railroad has 
not the money, it must get it, but, 
at the same time, they admit that 
the railroad has not the money and 
is not earning operating expenses 
and hence it follows the railroad 
cannot get the money. If labor 
organizations strike in such an un- 
just cause, the serious question 
arises as to what they will strike 
for next. For what purposes will 
they not use the strike machinery?’ 

“If the strike succeeds, the pub- 
lic must necessarily lose the bene- 
fit of this railroad as a public car- 
rier. The public, therefore, are 
aimed at by the strike, as well as 
the ereditors and others interested 
in the railroad. A business that 
cannot make its operating expenses 
must suspend and the issue that 
the unions make is, that the people 
of Georgia and Alabama who are 
dependent upon this railroad for 
transportation shall be denied the 
services of this carrier, unless the 
carrier can pay to them the money 
the carrier has not got and cannot | 
get. The carrier must — to them. 
the exorbitant wages established by 
abnormal war conditions or the péo- 
ple must suffer. The uniOns make 
no compromise of this issue. 

Must Get Money. 

“The labor organizations say, if" 
the carrier cannot get the money 
to pay their wages in any other 
way, tt must go to the Interstate 
Commerce commission and get 42a 
raise in rates. This is no more than 
a subterfuge because it is perfectly 
clear the Interstate Commerce <7com- 
mission will not raise the rates, and 
if it should do so the shippers would 
not pay them because they are al- 
ready high. 

Commission Allowed Increase. 

“The Interstate Commerce com- 
mission has allowed increases in 
freight and passenger rates, the ef- 
fect of which has not been to enrich 
the railway companies, nor to im- 
prove the service to thé public, 
but to put additional money into 
the pockets of the railroad employ- 


ees. 

“All prices are admitted to be 
on the downward trend. The cost 
of living has been materially rce- 
duced. Any man who stands in the 
way of living costs being reduced 
to a reasonable basis must lack 
patriotism. If one reduces, all must 
reduce. No people have suffered 
more in the past year than the 
farmers of this country. Every 
product raised on the farm has gone 
down. Must. the farmer bear the 
whole burden of lowered prices? 

The Traveler Pays. 

“The traveling public pay higher 
passenger rates. Shippers 
higher rates for freight 
Every pound of freight shipped feels 
the weight of the increases made in 
recent years. For whose benefit are

all these raises is in the wages of 
certain favored classes of railroad 
employees, who were already liber- 
ally paid.” 

A statement given out by the men 
follows: . . 

“In connection with the strike, 
or walkout, of the employees of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
Railway company, it may be inter- 
esting and a source of information 
as well to call attention to the fact 
that for many years past the rail- 
way brotherhoods have done every- 
thing in their power to maintain 
the validity and integrity of con- 
tracts entered. into between ralil- 
roads and their employees who are 
members of the brotherhoods. In 
proof of this assertion, attention is 
invited to the fact that thousands 
of railroad employees have lost 
their membership when they par- 
ticipated in strikes in violation of 
their contracts. This is particularly 
true of the strike that occurred last 
year which shouid show quite con- 
clusively that the membership re- 
gard a contract obligation as a 
sacred one, 

“About all of the organizations 
representing the employees in the 


and Atlantic Railway company of

trarily issue a notice putting into 
effect the same wage reductions 
which he had endeavored to put 
into effect prior to the receivership, 
and which was prohibited by the 
action of the United States railroad 
labor board in its decision Febru- 
ary 21], 1921. 

“From the development immedli- 
ately following the order of the 
United States railway labor board, 
it must be apparent that the offi- 
cials of the corporation lost no time 
in placing the railway in the hands 
of a receiver, which occurred just 
four days after the decision of tke 
labor board, and four days after 
the receiver was appointed he sent 
out notification reducing the wages 
of all. employees. The committees 
were directed by the employevs to 
convene for the purpose of meeting 
the receiver and endeavoring to 
reach a proper understanding with 
respect to the attitude of the rail- 
way in carrying out the decision of 
the labor board, and further to try 
to induce the received to rescind 
the order reducing the wages. 

“On March. 1, 1921, the general

Men Leave Posts. 

Protesting against a reduction in 
Wages ordered on February 28 by 
United States Samuel H. Sibley, 
about 1,600 union employees of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railway were ordered to leave their 
posts of duty Saturday at noon, to 


remain on strike until a “proper 
tribunal could have an opportunity 
to pass upon the merits of their 
wage claims. The entire system 
was tied up Saturday night. 

This action of the union men was 
taken despite an order handed down 
the first of last week by Judge 
Sibley inviting the union men to 
bring their wage dispute into the 
United states district court for a 
hearing. The union men insist that 
their case should be heard and 
passed upon by the United States 
railroad labor board. 

While definite figures have not 
yet been announced either by the 
railroad officials or the union men, 
dispatches coming in from points 
on the A. . & A. indicate that the 
walkout has been practically com- 


ny’s shops are located, and where 
the system ‘has its greatest num- 
ber of employees, it is stated that 
between five and six hundred men 
belonging to train crews and to the 
various shop crafts, responded to 
the walkout order. Practically all

he strike order is also declared 

to have made practically a clean 
sweep, of the telegraphers in 75 
or more stations along the lines, 
and for this reason reports from 
the stations of the road came in 
with but meager detail. 

All morning trains, it Is said, left 
their terminals on time, including 
train No. which leaves Atlan- 
ta at 7:15 for Fitzgerald and Bruns- 
wick, but all trains that were on 
the road at the time the strike order 
went into effect were run on to des- 
tination. But it was understood 
that passenger trains would not stop 
to take on or let passengers off aft- 
er the actual hour for the strike. 
Freight trains were also run into 
terminals, according to announce- 
ments of the strike headquarters, 
but no work other than that would 
be done by the train crews, it was 
stated. 
Passenger train No. 1, from Bruns- 
wick will be allowed to make the 
Atlanta terminal, and train No. 2, 
which left Atlanta early this morn- 
ing for Brunswick, will not be left 
on the line by their crews, it was 
stated, but will be run to their des- 
tinations. Aside from the crews ac- 
tually on the road with trains, how- 
ever, all union employees of the 
road have been ordered to stop work 
and the response has been s0 com- 
plete, according to various sources

ordering the strike which had been 
favorably voted upon more than a 
month ago. This strike vote, upon 
which the walkout was ordered, was 
taken about thirty days after the 
announcement of Colonel Bugg, as 
president of the road, that a cut in 
the wages of the men would be nec- 
essary in order ‘that’ the railroad 
might be enabled to continue opera- 
tion. ‘ 
The clatm was made by Colonel 
Bugg. who gave the figures to the 
United States railroad labor board, 
that the A., B. & A. was operating 


at a loss of a million dollars a 


|year, and pleaded the inability of 


the railroad to continue the wage 
scale set by the board in July, 1919. 
The union men, who also appear. 
ed before the wage board for a con- 
sideration of their wage claims, de 
clared that the inability of the roaa 
to pay wag not the question that 
should be determined, but that a 
decision should be roqeeres by the 
poard on the “justness” and “reason- 
ubleness” of their clafms that their 
pay should not be reduced. 

The wage board, after two hear- 
ings, finally remanded the case to 
Atinata for further conferences be- 
tween the officers and the em- 
ployees of the road, but before these 
conferences were held, the Birming- 
ham Savings and Trust company, 
which claimed to hold a note for 
$90,000 acainst the A., B A. com- 
pany, petitioned the federal court of 
Atlanta to place the road in the 
hands of a receiver. 

Men's Wages Cut. 

Judge Samuel H. Sibley named 
Colonel B. L. Bugg. former pres!i- 
dent of the company, and within 
a short time following the petition, 
which called for an economical ad- 
ministration of the proptrty, and 
the naming of Colonel Bugg as re- 
ceiver, Judge Sibley handed down 
another order cutting the pay of the 
men in accordance with the original 
announcement of December 29, 1920, 
when Colonel Bugg proposed a re- 
duction by one-half the increases 
that have been given the empioyees 
since 1917. 

The stand of the railroad officials 
that the road couid not pay the 
scale of wages set by the United 
States labor board in 1919 because 
of the lack of sufficient income was 
met with an equally determined 
Statement of the men that they 
would not accept any wage cut at 
this time. Meetings were held Dde- 
tween the men and the officials of 
the road, as well as the hearings 
before the wage board, but never at 
any time did the opposing factions 
seem to come near a reconciliation 
of their attitudes regarding ‘the 


wage question. 

Within the past week Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of the United 
States district court, ordered that 
the question of wages and working 
conditions be brought before him 
for a hearing on the 26th of March, 
but the men, insisting upon the ad- 
judication of the wage question by 
the labor board, ignored the prac- 
tical invitation of the federal court 
to hear their grievances. 

Following shortly upon the heels 
of Judge Sibley’s order to cut wa- 

es, a conference was held between 
Fahonal Bugg, the receiver, and 
heads of the unions from Fitzger- 
ald; and after this conference it

To Remain Out Until 


Wage Cut Is Abolished. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., March 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—All employees of the A., B. 
& <A. railroad walked out. at 12 
o’clock noon, eastern time, today 
to remain out until Receiver B. L. 
Bugg rescinds his order reducing 
wages. All trains now en route 
for Fitzgerald will be brought in 
by union crews now in charge, but 
will be forced to remain here un- 
less non-union crews are found to 
operate them. No exception wfll 
be made in the case of mail trains. 

The walkout followed Receiver B 
L. Buge’s failure to yield to the ul- 
timatum issued by the brotherhoods 
in Atlanta Friday. Passenger trains 
No. 1, due here from Brunswick 
and Waycross at 1:15, and No. 2, 
from Atlanta and Birmingham at 
4:20, are the through trains that 
will be held up today. No trains 
will leave here on the Thomasville 
branch. 


No Effort to Move 
Trains From Fitzgerald. 


As far as could be learned here, 
about 800 men are out on the A.. 
B. & A. from Manchester east, in- 
cluding the Thomasville, Waycross 
and Brunswick branches, as a re- 
Sult of the walkout today. No ef: 
fort has been made to move any 
trains out of Fitzgerald since noon 
today.

eral strike today at noon. Since 
that hour not a train has moved in 
or out of the city and the tie up 
at this end of the line is complete. 
The forcein this city altogether, in- 
cluded between seventy-five and 
eighty men, including the office 
force, engineers, firemen, conduct- 
ors, ete., and they all obeyed the 
informal order to walk out, 

The last train over the line ar- 
rived in the city just a few min 
utes before noon, and since that 
time not a wheel of an A., B. & A. 
tarin has turned. The strike is 
deeply regretted in this city, the 
deep water terminus of the road.

OVERRUN PROVINCE. 


Panama, March 5.—(By The As- 


sociated Pressr)—Costa Rican forces 
have crossed the Panama frontier 
and appear to have overrun the 


northeastern section of the province 
of Bocas del Toro. After crossing 
the Sixola river, which forms the 
boundary between Costa Rica and 
Panama, the Costa Ricans captured 
the town of Guabito, and advanced 
southward, reaching Almirante, 20 
miles from the frontier, yesterday. 
Unorganized Panama forces in AIl- 
mirante evacuated the town and re- 
treated without opposition. 

A bridge across the Sixola river, 
owned by the United Fruit com- 
pany, has been blown up, it is re- 
ported. 

National defense measures passed 
final reading in the national as- 
sembly yesterday afternoon and 
will become laws upon approval by 
President Porras. They authorize 
the expenditure of $100,000 for 
arms, the fogmation of a national 
army of whatever strength the 
president decides and the flotation 
of a $500,000 internal loan for ten 
years at 7 per cent. 

President Porras h&s named a 
defense council of five, to which 
will be entrusted the selection of 
men for the Panama army. All men 
between the ages of 18 and 40 who 
have been called to the colors will 
-be examined at once, and the tech- 
nical training of the national forces 
is being planned. Many foreigners 
in Panama are joining a legion that 
is being organized by John F.

Harding's first day in the white 
house set a fast record of presi-

quire into the condition of every 
one of the government departments, 
canvass the situation in congress, 
consider the reorganization of the 
national political machinery of his 
party, dictate a big sheaf of let- 
ters, shake hands with several hun- 
dreds of his fellow citizens, install 
|a@ mew white house mascot and at- 
tehd“the theater. 

While he was at work, an order 
he issued yesterday, opening the 
white house to the public, gave a 
new touch of life to the executive 
offices and grounds. For the first 
time in months visitors flocked in 
hundreds to the white house doors 
and i the receiving’ room of the 
resident's office, presenting a pic- 
yture in striking contrast t the 
quietudeé of the closing days”of the 
Wilson administration. 

Begins Work Early. 

Mr. Harding’s work day began 
early. * Before 9 o'clock he was at 
his desk and was wading through 
the first batch of mail to come to 
his attention as chief executive. 
After an hour’s dictation he be- 
gan a succession of conferences 
with his newly installed cabinet o 
ficials, and kept to an unbroken 
schedule of appointments with 
members of his official family and 
others until 1:30, when he took an 
hour for lunch with* members of 
his family. In the afternoon he 
and Mrs. 
reception in the east reom, stand- 
ing for more than two hours while 
guests, invited and uninvited, pass- 
ed by in line. ‘ 

Tonight the new president and 
first lady of the land chose a mu- 
sical comedy from among the the- 
atrical attractions of the capital. It 
was their first public appearance 
since the inauguration.

Joe Yynch, world’s bantamweight |

‘infantry, Colonel Foster's regiment, 
with Bill Weliman and many other 
noted sportsmen.

Joe’s home is in West 52nd street,

‘Qne of the practical] effects of 
inik process. which is of interest to 
every holder of securities, or every- 
one who contemplates buyine securi- 
ties, is that bonds prices almost in- 
variably rise as commodity prices 
fall. The interest which is paid en 
_bonds becomes more valuable in 
+» terms of commodities, and people 
are_willing to bid higher prices for 
bonds for the sake of obtaining 
this increasingly valuable income. 
The result is that the rate of in- 
come is likewise gradually reduced 
as bonds commani higher and 
higher prices. 

Rise in, Bonds, 

There has been a substantia] rise 
in bond values since the low point 
of last year was reached. The 
movement, however, has lagged be- 
hind what most observers expected. 
There has been no mad scramble to 
buy bonds, and from time to time 
complaints have been heard that as 
s00n as bond prices show a disposi- 
tion to rise, dealers and individual 
holders are prompt to “unload” their 
bonds on age market. Money rates, 
too, have not been lowered with the 
Same speed that has marked the 
_ decline in commodity prices. Why 
it that money rates and bond 
‘ prices have failed to reflect what is 
7 ceo place in the commercial 
world? 

There are three influences which 
have retarded the fall in money 
rates and the rise in bond prices: In 
the first place, the banks and the 
whole business community are anx- 
ious to see business done less on 
,; credit and more on a cash basis. 
~- During the war credit was used as 
“*a powerful stimulant in encourag- 
ing everybody to do his utmost in 
turning out goods and services. The 
zovernment floated more than $20,- 
000,000,000 of Liberty bonds, which 
could not be paid for in cash be- 
cause the nation did not have any- 
thing like that amount of ready 
‘cash in its pocket. So the banks 
and the federal reserve system 
sald in effect, “Borrow and buy.” 
The easiest. sort of terms were ées- 
tablished to enahla people to bor- 
row money to pay for their bond 
subscriptions. Liberty bonds found 
their way into the banks in enor- 
mous volume as security for loans 
and .as bank investments. 

Expansion of Credit, 

The rseult was a tremendous ex- 
pansion of credit, but fortunately 
the federal reserve banks were 
newly established, with a vast 
stock of gold at their disposal, and 
additional hundreds of millions of 
gold flooded in from Europe to pay 
for American goods. So all during 
uals out of their savings, they were 
bought largely by banks and‘other 
institutions. Now, it is not part of 
a bank’s business to put its funds 
into such a permanent investment. 
A bank is designed to lend money 
to carry on day-to-day trade, not 
to finance governments and fur- 
nish permanent capital to business 
enterprises. Individual investors 
are the proper persons to furnish 
such. capital. 

So the banks have been doing 
two things. They have been grad- 
ually feeding out thé bonds which

the war there was not a trace of 
actual money s¢arcity. except occa- 
sionally on Wall street, where the 
country’s surplus funds are lent out 
in the cafl money market. 

Now, with the war over, the 
banks are anxious to see a large 
part of these expanded loans paid 
off. Member banks can no tonger 
make a profit by lending money 
and rediscounting their loans at the 
reServe banks, for the reserve banks 
nave raised their rediscdunt rates 
to a figure which robs the transac- 
tion of all profit, Since the end 


of last year the reserve banks hava, 


raised the ratio of cash which they 
hold as security for note issues 
and deposits by néarly 5 per cent. 
They are naxious to fortify them- 
selves with a large gold ratio 
against their obligations. Why have 
they adopted this policy? Why not 
gO on as we;,did during the war, 
when there w plenty of credit and 
everybody was supposed to be hap- 
py as far as his bank loans were 
concerned? 
Other Rensons,. 


The answer leads us to the sec-! 


ond and third reasons for the per- 
sistence of high money rates and 
low bond prices. One of those rea- 
sons is that the vast amount of 
securities issued during 
was never properly “digested.” In- 
stead of being bought by individ- 
and prospective requirements of 
the whole world for capital. During 
the war the government monopo- 
lized the security markets with its 
liberty bond issues. Private bor- 
rowers, such as railroads and in- 
dustrial corporations were hardly 
allowed to sell] their bonds at all. 
In some cases the government ad- 
vanced them the funds they need- 
ed. In other cases they had to get 
along as best they could. 

The result was that many of 
these corporations piled up big 
bank loans as a temporary expe- 
dient. Now they are being asked 
to pay off these loans. With bus- 
iness and profits declining, the only 
way to pay them off in many cases 
is to sell fresh issues of bonds and 
stocks. 

All this is quite apart from tht 
sums which we will be asked to 
lend to Europe. As yet we have 
not made much progress, because 
Europe has been upset politically, 
and nobody will lend money.to an 
unstable government. But as soon 
as stability seems to be assured 
abroad. and for many years there- 
after, it may be expected that Eu- 
rope and the rest of the world wil) 
be heavy borrowers in the United 
States.

New York, March 6.—(Special.)

ing in part from the signing of the 
bill. under which’-the railroads are 
to be paid as soon as possible a 
part of the money owing them by 
the government. This was later fol- 
lowed by a very severe drive 
against the entire market. 

The first advance had taken sev- 
eral stocks to the highest levels 
of the past two or -three weeks. 
But the later presSsure resulted in 
a decline to about the lows of the 
current year-in ten to twenty ac- 
tive stocks. Then followed a very 
good recovery, with a few issues 
getting back all of the ground 
which had been lost. From every 
sign that could be studied, there 
is reason to Believe that the pub- 
lic took a more active part in trad- 
ing than it has for some time. In 
fact, the drive at the market un- 
der which such extensive declines 
were seen in some stocks, is be- 
lieved to have been due to a large 
extent to the fears on the part of 


shorts that the public would be a’ 


heavy buyer at once. 
The bears do not wish to be 
rushed into .covering, therefore, the 


drive may have been intended large-: 


ly to scare\|away .prospective buy- 
ers. It has been so long’ since 
there has been any liquidation of 
importance that it is to he doubted 
that the raid on the market had 
any hopes of promoting liauida- 
tion. For months, during 1920, the 
bears found it easv to bring about 
liquidation, but not. once so far in 
1921 have they been able to scare 
holders into selling. 
Stock. Buying. 

Stocks which were bought on the 
declines late in the previous year 
went into very strong hands as a 
whoie, and so far this year, the 
bulk of the buying has been either 
for investment or for important 
speculative interests who cannot 
be scared into selling excepting 
when there have been material ad- 
vances. The situation both here 
and abroad contains just enough 
uncertaintv to prevent the publie 


from rushing into the market for 
stocks. It is known that a very 
large number of prospective buy- 
ers of stocks were all ‘ready to. 
enter the market eariy in the past 
week and probably would have but 
for the sudden declines. 

The average outside buyer of 
stocks will never make commit- 
ments on a declining or weak mar- 
ket. They ‘usually not only want 
to see stocks moving higher, but 
the largest volume of buying by 
the average speculator comes after 
a long period of consecutive ad- 
vances, ‘Usually such buying is 
seen very close to the culmination 
of the movement: Not‘ only that, 
but all too often the outside specu- 
lator sells at near the bottom of a 
reactionary market. 


Small Inve*tors Active. 


Small investors have been stead- 
ily acquiring stocks for months, 
but such purchases have been~with- 
drawn from the market, after hav- 
ing been paid for. in full as a rule. 
This steady investment demand has 
So greatly reduced the floating sup- 
ply of many stocke-that i ur- 
rent gossip around the securities 
market that “three million shares” 
would clean up the entire amount. 

Of course, such a figure is not 
correct, as more stock would come 
out on advancing prices, but it is 
known that very little stock is 
available at around current levels 
in many of the best of the divi- 
dend rails, equipments and other 
high-grade stocks. It is consid- 
ered a positive thing in many trad- 
ing houses that there can be no 
doubts’ raised at all as to the ultt- 
mate trend of prices for the better 
dividend stocks, with very sharp 
advances from current levels ex- 
pected. But that there is consider- 
able doubt as to. just how long off 
such a movement will be. 

Some authorities are looking for 
&@ sharp advance at once. Others 
not for a few weeks, and some ex- 
pect that while there may be some 
Strength now. it will be followed 
by further irregularity and that 
actual bull markets cannot be ex- 
pected for three to six months. No 
question seems to be raised anv- 
where, however, as to the outlook. 
for higher prices for the, best divi-

Six Years 


Automobile use is growing con- 
stantly safer: Official figures show 
a steady decline in the ratio of. fa- 
talities to the number of cars in 
operation. Automobile deaths per 
car were .0025 in 1914, and have 
been reduced -to .0013 in 1919. Fig- 
ures for the year 1920 in Detroit 
and New York city show that the 
former city registered one less fa- 
tality due to automobiles than in 
1919, and New York's toll was 21 
less than the 1919 mark. 

The reduction of 50 per cent in 
five years in the ratio of fatalities 
to the number of cars shows that 
the public is quickly adapting itself 
to the problems of congestion, and 
continued progress in motor safety 
is confidentky looked for, 

Automobile manufacturers feel, 
however, that the actual numerical 
increase in car fatalities nationally 
presents a situation which calls for 
further strenuous effort in the 


minimizing of hazard. 

More playgrounds, more safety 
education in the schools, uniform 
traffic rules and regulations 
against overloading are among the 


measures which the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce will 
advocate with increased vigor dur- 
ing the coming year. The N. A. C. C 
in urging these causes Dians to as- 
sist organizations already active in 
these lines, rather than to stimulate 


any independent campaigns. 
Children Have a Right to Play. 


Playgrounds are a leading fea- 
ture in this safety program be- 
cause 43 per cent of all automobile 
fatalities occur to children under 
15 years of age. The motor vehicle 
makers beMeve that the best and 
only just way to keep children off 
the street is to provide some more 
attractive place for them to play. 
The valuable practical results of 
playgrounds. coupled with  educa- 
tion are demonstrated in Detroit's 
lowered fatality rate, as the fourth 
city ig a leader in playground and 
safety activity. 

Teaching Watchfulness in the 
Schoolroom. 

Assistance will be given by the 
N. A. C. C. to the safety education 
transport education committee, and 
to other national bodies endeavor- 
ing to reduce hazard, 

Uniform Laws Needed. 

Many accidents are caused by the 
varying rules of the road in differ- 
ent states which leads to the con- 


fusion of drivers in interstate traf- | 


fic. The motor vehicle conference 
committee, composed of car makers, 
dealers, owners and allied bodies, is 
urgif a proposed uniform vehicle 
law before legislatures this winter. 
This measure contains provisions 
which, if adopted by the states, will 
set a standard code for driving and 
thereby enhance the safety of the 
interstate drivers. 

This law also would require that 
every vehicle must carry certain 
obligatory equipment, all of which 
is conducive to the safety of the 
traveling public. This equipment 
consists of brakes in good working 
order, horns or other signalling de- 
vices, regulations concerning lamps 
and other safety specifications. 


Overloading a Danger. 

Attempts will be made to educate 
the truck owner on the dengers of 
overloading. Legal restrictions on 
this are helpful, but evasion is so 
easy that the final appeal must be 
to the user. Overloading injures the 
truck and shortens its life. Over- 
loading is highly dangerous to the 
driver and to pedestrians, as the 
brakes of a vehicle cannot function 
at 100 per cent when the truck is 
partying more than itg rated bur- 

en. 
Figures Show Decline. 

The figures of fatalities show 
that some gain is being made in the 
safety of motor transport when the 
increasing number of units is taken 
into consideration. Moreover, it is 
believed that through the measures 
suggested above constant improve- 
ment in safety can be achieved. 

Figures showing the relation of 
ear fatalities to vario factors re- 
lated to accident indicatte a decline 
of 50 per cent in the“ratio of fa- 
talities per car as follows:

The lead they 
have taken lies in the direction of 
reater security and enhanced serv- 
ces, less-loss of life-and money, in 
the transportation of large sums 
through the thoroughfares of con- 
gested cities. 

Seeing an opportunity to render 
real service to industrial concerns, 
merchant&B and others by making a 
specialty of offering them safety 
and service in the transfer of pay 
rolls and money, while protecting 
their own transactions by means of 
the same conveyance, more and 
more banks are purchasing armored 
, motor trucks. : 

Serving New York Banks. 

Two White trucks, with armored 
bodies, transfer thousands of dol- 
lars daily for two big banks in 
downtown New York.: One truck— 
a 2-ton unit—carries a body of 
quarter-inch steel. In addition to 
the driver, two guards generally 
man the truck on its trips. The 
guards, heavily armed, ride on the 
inside. The keys to the only door 
(in the side of the body) are held 
in the branch banks or in the pos- 
session of the guards riding inside 
the truck.

NCE in a while, an actor takes 

; O more than the ordinary 
amount of interest in the part 

he is to play. He feels inspired. He 
feels that he is to do something great- 
er than he has ever done—the greatest 
thing he has never done. Milton Sills’ 
portrayal of the title role in George 
Melford’s production of William 
Vaughn Moody’s great play, “The Faith 
Healer,” is one of these cases. Mr. 
Sills has played many great parts, but 
no role in his entire career either on 
the stage or as a screen actor, has ever 
meant so much to him as the role of 
“The Faith Healer.” His love for the 
play and reverence for the author are 
unusual and quite extraordinary. 
There is genuine romance back of his 
portrayal of this role. It was thus that 
he expressed himself on the subject: 

Opportunity Arrives,

Moody as I did, I came to know Mr. 
Moody very intimately—this being 
after their marriage. I used to go

Mrs. Moody 
sent oyer tome the first penciled draft 
of the play, that I might read it, as I was 
very much interested in the play from 
the very moment that Mr. Moody be- 
gan writing it. The moment I read the 
play I loved it.

I also had in my possession 
a manuscript copy of “The Great Di- 
vide,’ another play he had just writ- 
ten, and which has since been conced- 
ed to be his masterpiece. 


Decides Upon Career. 
' “Some time later I obtained my Uni- 


) versity degree and was granted a fel- 


: lowship in a society ; of philosophy. 


But it was not long before I had made 
up my mind to go on the stage. I re- 
signed my fellowship and was soon 
getting along fairly well in theatrical 
work. 

“It was in the beginning of my sec- 
ord year on the stage, when one day 
I received a wire from Henry Miller 
asking me to come to New York to 
consult with him regarding an engage- 
ment. At the time I was making fifty 
dollars a week and as my engagement 
was about to terminate, I left immedi- 
ately for New York. Arriving in the 
metropolis, I found that Messrs. Mil- 
ler and Moody were just about to pro- 
duce ‘The Faith Healer.’ They fairly 
swept me off my feet by asking that I 
play the title role. This had first been 
Suggested by Mrs. Moody who had 


visualized me in the part and thought 


I was the most fitting person for the 
role. I wanted to do the part, but I 
wasn’t quite sure that I could do full 
justice to it. The responsibility was 
a pretty big one and I had too much 
respect for Mr. Moody to take a 
chance on a masterpiece like this one, 
not being entirely sure of myself. So 
I begged off, wired New Orleans, 
found that the stock company I had 
been with had closed, and came to the 
embarassing realization that I was 
out of work. But the news that I had 
been offered the title role of ‘The Faith 
Healer’ had spread and that very same 
evening I received an offer over the 
telephone, accepted at a-hundred end 
fifty dollars a week and soon began 
the engagement in the best part I had

BETTER BUSINESS 
OUTLOOK GENERAL 


Preparations Being Made 
in Every Essential In- 
dustry for a Broad For- 
ward Mvvement This 
Year.

Everygywhere the opinion is*“preva- 
lent that the worst is over, that the 
factors governing price movements 
are now fully understood so that 
their future @ffects can be dis- 
counted, and that the coming year 
will be ene of good business. Con- 
sequently the planners, who are the 
Originators of industrial activity, 
are now hard at work, and every- 
One concerned with new construc- 
tion and expansion are busy with 
calculations and estimates. Pur- 
chasing on a large scale has not, 
generally speaking, begun as yet; 
but the preliminaries to purchasing 
are in full’ swirf®, and the issuing 
of actual orders is now only a mat- 
ter of time. 

The. rate at which definite im- 
provement is coming varies, of 
course, in different industries. It is 
most rapid in those industries which 
first felt the depression; namely, 
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leather, textiles and rubber. All 
three of these lines, which were in 
such bad shape last fall, report that 
business today greatly exceeds 
their expectations. The leather man- 
ufacturers, to accept their own view 
at face value, are ‘out of the 
woods.” The textile mills are rap- 
idly coming back into normal con- 
ditions; all appear to be employ- 
ing more people; and in some cases 
night work has been started. The 
rubber manufacturers are also be- 
ginning to make decided increases 
in production, and the tire manu- 
facturers seem to be astonished at 
the business they are receiving. 

Other industries that report good 
prospects, and indorse these reports 
by deciding on extensions, are pa- 
per-making, baking and _ tobacco 
manufacturing. The ail interests 
are very active; and the ice manu- 
facturers, because of the mild win- 
ter, are looOking forward to an es- 
pecially good ‘year. . Special men- 
tion should be made of the motion 
pictures. This great industry has 
hardly felt depression, and today 
both studios and theaters are order- 
ing new equipment in norma! quan- 
tities. 

The machinery’ trade today !s 
quiet but optimistic, whereas in 
January it was pessimistic to the 
last degree. Inquiries are increas- 
ing in number, and the general im- 
pression prevails that business will 
be satisfactory before summer. 

The electrical trade, though quiet, 
is merely waiting for conditions to 
right themselves. Its future was 
never brighter and it seems as- 
sured of a constantly growing vol- 
ume of business for many years 
to come, 

The two retarding factors at pres- 
ent are, in the first place, the quiet- 
ness in the building trades, which 
causes dullness in a large number 
of industries; and, secondly, the in- 
disposition on the part of the rail- 
supplies and

The modern hotel has become 
such a conglomerate series of busi- 
ness under different headings, that 
the real function of housing and 
feeding its paid guests has become 
lost in the shuffle for the bizarre 
in so-called entertainment, for those 
who are not guests of the hotel at 
all, but pleasure seekers of both 
sexes who haunt the mezzanine 
floor for engagements that lead to 
other parts of the hotel. 

It is the catering to this sort of 
customers for the entertainment 
end of the hotel business that is 
charged against the overhead main- 
tained by the legitimate guest who 
pays for a room and for meals in 
the hotel. 

Pleasure Seekers Increase Cost. 

It is the wine room, cabaret ef- 
fect wanted by many hotels that 
are catering to pleasure seekers 
instead of paid guests which makes 
the overhead so high and the graft 
so rampant. 

It is not the cost of housing and 
feeding its paid guests, but the side 
issues that belong to the theatrical 
rather than the hotel world that is 
behind a wide movement to force 
down hotel prices by a buyers’ 
strike by over half a million travel- 
img men that are very familiar with 
present commodity prices, and who 
carry by word of mouth the cur- 
rent news of the world’s day. 

Any business whose management 
violates laws of husiness decency 
should not complain when an out- 
raged public,demands legal regula- 
oe as a matter of public protec- 
tion. 

The hotel men who hide behind 
lost booze profits as an excuse for 
prices are not honest in 
their surmise. The hotels that were 
selling booze a year ago are still 
reaping booze profits, as it is com- 
mon knowledge that the graft in 
tips and booze sales in a hote! re- 
vert to the management, even 
though some of the ways are de- 
vious. 

The hotel man who ts trying to 
run a good hotel at a legitimate 
profit has the s¥mpathy of the 
traveler, rather than his ill will, 
but how low the percentage is!

WILL WE ABOLISH 
CASH DISCOUNTS? 


Statements of Leaders for 
and Against Proposal to 
Do Away With Time- 
Honored System. 


(Editor’s Note: In elucidation 
of the recent controversy that 
has been going on between 
representatives of some of the 
larger financial houses of the 
north and the leaders of the 
wholesale grocery trade regard- 
ing the advantages and disad- 
vantages of the, time-honored 
custom of granting cash dis- 
counts, the two short state- 
ments given below are probably 
the clearest and best that have 
yet appeared.

“Further, it is said that a logical 
analysis will show that its opera- 
tion involves an enormous expense, 
since the clerical work necessary in 
connection with same runs into 
very fancy figures each year. Those 
who advocate its discontinuance 
claim that it is entirely reasonable 
and possible for a manufacturer, 
jobber or any one else to Say to a 
prospective customer, ‘I will sell 
you these goods at such and such a 
price, payable at such and suce a 
time.’ They hold that the giving of 
a cash discount in reality means no 
advantage to the buyer, since pro- 
vision for the giving of such dis- 
count is a ways added to the price 
by the seller and that, therefore, 
any profitable advantage is a fig- 
ment of fancy. 

“Perhaps the objection most fre- 
quently referred to is that a great 
many otherwise responsible buyers 
are inclined to overrun the terms of 
the discount privilege, i. e., they 
make their own terms,/by remitting 
whenever it pleases them to do so, 
never failing to take off the cash 
discount, thus causing the seller not 
only a money loss, but in addition 
creating a basis for constant dis- 
putes.”

“First:—It is not contended that 
the mere use of the money is worth 
the entire discount for cash, when 
that discoumt is 2 per cent, but it is 
undoubtedly true that a large part 
of the discount for cash is for the 
use of the money and when interest 
rates are as high as they are today 
that portion of the discount for 
cash is considerable. " 

“Second.—The discount for cash 
eliminates the credit risk and the 
moral risk, not to mention the de- 
velopment and maintenance of a 
spirit of good will between buyer 
and seller. It further furnishes the 
seller an excellent means of judg- 
ing the credit responsibility of his 
customers. 

“Third.—It Immediately gives use 
of the money; the advantage from 
the elimination of the eredit and 
moral risks are, perhaps, the most 
evident considerations involved, ob- 
viating as they do the cost of a 
considerable amount of expensive 
eredit machinery, which cost in- 
creases whenever credit terms are 
lengthened and whenever the propor- 
tion of the entire business done 
upon a credit basis increases. 

“Fourth.—The discount for cash 
practice strengthens the _ entire

It can hardly be 
denied that the tendency to dome 
to a cash basis and to shorten 
credits, thus keeping capital more 
liquid and making it do more 
work, is greatly promoted by_offer- 
ing to buyers some substantial in-

This might perhaps be dgne in some 
eases, or under some conditions, It 
might perhaps be done during long 
periods of constantly rising prices, 
or so-called.‘sellers’ markets,’ but 
ordinarily competition is a para- 
mount influence that makes it im- 
possibly for any sellerarbitraily to 
add in the discount for cash when

Three City Dwellers Now | 
Fed by One Farmer. | 


FARM CRISIS MAY. 


More Production Per 


Acre Only Way Out. 


One hundred years ago there were 
three and one-half times as many 
people engaged in agriculture in 
the United States as there are to- 
day, according to C. G. Woodbury, 
director of the bureau of raw prod- 
ucts, National Canners’ association, 
who, in a statement issued reczent- 
ly, declared that the economic po- 
sition of,the nation is threatened 
by the fact that there are today ap- 
proximately three city dwellers to 
be fed by each person engaged in 
agriculture. 

Mr. Woodbury pointed out the 
necessity of securing the maximum 
production per acre with the abso- 
lute minimum of man power, since 
history for the past 100 years has 
shown a smaller proportion of the 
American people engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits. He stated that in- 
vestigation had shown that in 1820 
87.1 per cent of the persons egpploy- 
ed in all American occupations were 
engaged in agriculture. By 1840 
this had dropped to 77.5 per cent; 
in 1870 to 47.5. Since then the de- 
cline has been steady until in 1910 
the ratio had dwindled to 32.9 per 
cent. 

A Food Importing Nation. 

“Where is this steady current 
bearing. us?’ continued Mr. Wood- 
| bury. “There seem to be two alter- 
natives. If the present tendency 
persists we shall become increas- 
ingly a food importing nation, de- 
pendent upon foreign sources to 
supply our national subsistence. We 
shall have to compete for these for4 
eign supplies with the rest of the 
hungry world, and our national pol- 
icy, both military and naval, must 
be such as to proteet us effectually 
from having our trade routes inter- 
rupted or the’flow of food to our 
ports prevented. 

“The alternative 
policy which will recognize the ne- 
cessity of a sound and prosperous 
agriculture as the indispensable 
foundation for a sound and pros- 
perous national life—a policy which 
will enable the farmer to remain 
on the farm, rear his family on:the 
farm in the right kind of a farm 
home and educate them for continu- 
ing happy, enlightened and suc- 
cessful country living. 

“The thoroughness with which 
England is setting about the re- 
establishment of her long neglected 
agriculture shows that she ‘has 
learned well the war lesson on the 
danger of a policy which permits 
the decay of agricultural produc- 
jon. 
, “In our own country we have 
been slow to realize the change in 
conditions because we have long en- 
joyed extraordinarily cheap food 
produced at low cost during the 
period of agricultural pioneering. 
The flood of gheap food from the 
virgin lands of the west gave New 
England agriculture a setback from 
which it is just now beginning to 
recover, This same enormous pro- 
duction of cheap food made possible 
the development of manufacturing, 
transportation and commerce. We 
built railroads, cities and factories 
out of the cheap food of the Mis- 
sissippi valley. 

Era of Exploitation Passed. 

“Sueh an era of agricultural ex- 
ploitation and consequent rapid in- 
dustrial development can come but 
once in the lifetime of a nation. 
For us that era has passed. There 


is no more new west. The cheap 
food long taken for granted in our

At a time when complaints of 
too general; whén, creditors -are 
perplexed by a cynical indifference 
too the contractual obligations of 
their - debtors; and* when trade 
bodies are endeavoring to raise the 
ethical standard of their calling, it 
is mete that any person who can 
advance an idea to improve these 


unfortunate conditions, should do 
so at once, and without hesitation. 

Therefore, with the hopes of lend- 
ing some remedial influence, I shall 
present a few pertinent facts cull- 
ed from my business experience in 
Suwanee during the past forty 
years. 

And to preclude any question of 
selfish aim, let me say at the out- 
set, that perhaps no house the size 
of mine in the Whole state of Geor- 
gia, has suffered fewer losses in 
depreciation of high-priced mer- 
chandise or in bad accounts. 

Since October 1, 1920, seven banks 
within thirty miles of Suwanee have 
closed their doors. Why? Because 
outstanding notes by farmers and 
merchants, were not met at matur- 
ity. . 

Shall we permit another bank to 
be added to that already too long 
list? No, emphatically, no! The 
closing of a bank is too vital a 
matter. The bare _ possibility of 
such a course deserves serious con- 
sideration and immediate concerted 
action. 

But many will say they have not 
the money to meet their obligations 
to merchants and bankers. To such 
unfortunates my papers advice is 
to go straightway to your banker 
or merchant, take your wives, 
sons and daughters along that they 
might hear . your true story, and 
make a frank, honest confession of 
your inability to pay now; state 
your prospects for the future, and 
say when you believe you can pay. 

he question has often been ask- 
ed: “Why doesn’t the deral re- 
serve bank loan the farm money ?’’ 
I made inquiry of one of the offi- 
cials of the federal reserve bank, 
and he handed me a printed state- 
ment, in which he challenged any 
one to produce an instance where 
a loan of a farmer, secured by prod- 
ucts in warehouse, had been de- 
clined when offered by a member 
bank, and challenged anybody. to 
the contrary. This shows that the 
federal reserve bank fs functioning 
as it should do. 

To those who have stored edtton 
or held goods on hand, and who 
can pay, either in full or_in part, 
my advice is to do your utmost 
now, not next week or next month, 
but today. T) hold cotton or goods 
stocked, and then to selfishly re- 
fuse to dispose of these in order to 


pay what is justly due and what 
you are honor bound to pay, will 
not only impair your future credit, 
but it is right now working an 
unwarranted hardship upon your 
banker, merchant and the commu- 
nity at large. To further impress 
upon you the genuine and lasting 
good to be derived from utter 
frankness with your banker. and 
merchant, I will give a parallel in- 
stance from my own experience: 

In 1898, when I operated a supply 
house right here in Suwanee, 
owed $60,000, and I needed more 
money! Would my banker let me 
have it, or would a conference with 
him result in levying on my ‘busi- 
ness and, perhaps, closing me out? 
That was a vital question, friends, 
but it must+be answered; and the 
answer must be made by the bank- 
er, himself. So, with a firm re- 
solve to abide by the results of the 
conference, I cA&lled upon the presi- 
dent of the bank. He listened to 
my honest statement with silent 
courtesy. He heard me tell of my 
plans with ever-growing ,interest. 
He ed gow! request for an ad- 
ditional] loafi of $3,500 with a smile 
and ready acquiescence. I had made 
a frank, honest confession. He 
knew and appreciated it, and when 
I left the bank I not only had the 
$3,500, but I carried with me the 
thanks of the president and his 
candid assurance of confidence in 
my ability and integrity. 

It pays, friends. It always pays. 
In every line of endeavor, honesty 
is the best policy. It is the only 
policy upon which can be built a 
business of breadth and perma- 
nency. I am .proud to have pur- 
sued this policy throughout my en- 
tire business career. I am proud to 
have received within the past thirty 
days a letter from one of New 
York’s most reputable concerns, a 
house with millions of dollars, as- 
suring me that there is for me 
credit without limit, and Placing 
the best efforts of the house at my 
disposal. And you, my friends, can 
build up for yourselves the same 
prestige within the scope of your 
business transactions, if you will 
deal fairly and frankly with your 
banker and other’ creditors—you 
cannot do it otherwisé. ; 

In conclusion, let me again ad- 
vise you to act now by casting aside 
selfish indulgences, denying your- 
selves the things you do not actual- 
ly need, and paying your outstand- 
ing obligations, either in whole or 
in part. Immediate action along 
these lines will work to your own 
benefit as surely as it will work to 
the benefit of your, creditors and 
of the community at large. 

When you have acted honestly 
and paid what you can, then make 
up your mind to buy only what 
you need and can afford. 


industrial and social scheme, like 
air and sunshine, characterized the 
old order, but will not be typical 
of the future.

He was too sus- 
picious of others, even .of other 
farmers, to make co-operative ef- 
attractive or successful. He 


' could seldom ‘see further than his

“Then came the multiplying agen- 
cies by which were wrought more 
rapidly than we have realized the 
agricultural college, fhe experiment 
station, the‘ agricultural extension 
department, the department of agri- 
culure; then came perhaps the most 
important of all its potentialities, 
the army of county agricultural 
agents; then came an intelligent and 
constructive agricultural press: then 
came better roads, the rural mail 
service, the rural telephone and 
the low-priced motor car. 

Modern Farmer Changed Man, 

“And during the past twenty 
years when these manifold economic 
agencies were coming to flower and 
to fruit the farmer thas changed. 
He has changed his habits of life. 
his clothes, his manner of living, 
his methods of working, his way of 
thinking and his point of view. He 
has sent his son to college and his 
son has come back to the farm. He 
has become neighbor to half the 
farmers of the county. He has stud- 
ied production costs and economics. 
The income tax law has forced him 
to take a more thorough analysis 
of his business than he ever thought 
of making before. 

“The farmer is ‘organized for 
ousiness. He is employing able 
legal counsel, and proposes to find 
out more about ‘what happens in 
the dark’—that dark which so often 
obscures the course of his products 
from the time he sells them until 
they are bought by }he consumer. 

“It is this agriculture, self-con- 
ecious and forward looking, utiliz- 
ing the contributions of science, in- 
terested in the contributions of eco- 
nomics, which we call the new agri- 
culture.

Trade Acceptances. 


Banking institutions holding 
trade acceptances for collection, 
whether taken for collection or dis- 
counted, should collect them 
through the usual collection chan- 
nels. When made payable at a 
banking institution they must be 
presented there for payment. Fail- 
ure to present them for paymrent at 
maturity at the banking institution 
where they are payable is to disre- 
obligation of the 
eollecting agent and is contrary to 
good banking practice. 

On presentation to the paying 
bank at maturity the trade accept- 
ance should be paid and charged to 
the acceptor’s account the same as 
a check, unless the acceptor has re- 
quested that specific authority be 
secured before such action is taken.

“If anything prevents the com- 
ing of a great building move- 
ment in the spring,” says the 
William M. Lloyd company, 
Philadelphia, “it will not be the 
high lumber prices. Compari- 
son with our records shows that 
certain kinds of lumber are now 
selling et the mills within $2 a 
thousand ofthe price in 1914, 
One lumberman, who knows 
what it is to sell lumber at a 
loss, says the price situation re- 
minds him of the reformed 
drunkard who said, ‘I got so low 
down once that I could reach 
up and touch bottom!’ 

“But those prices, please note, 
are at the mills. While lumber 
prices were dropping, the rail- 
roads were allowed to raise 
freight rates so much that on 
some kinds of lumber the cost 
is increased $9 a thousand feet.

Increased Fares a Mistake. 


One of the blunders of returned 
private rail management was in- 
creasing passenger fares. 

During the months of agitation 
for higher rates, rail managers re- 
eatediy stated that there was no 
ntention of advancing passenger 
fares. Shortly before the commis- 
sion announced its decision the rail 
men thought they might as well get 
a little more at the time and quiet- 
ly applied to the federaf body for 
material increase in passenger fares, 
and when .the decision was an- 
nounced the alteady somewhat in- 
flated traveling charges were 
swelled one-half cent a mile and on 
top of this was named a surcharge 
of 60 per cent of berth rates for 
the use of seleping cars. This 
amounted to practically 4 cents a 
mile to passengers who used sleep- 
ers. The Pullman company protest- 
ed that the charge was unjust and 
would result in emptying their class | 
of equipment. 

This surcharge as much as any- 
thing else was the straw that broke 
the camel's back with the public 
and now there is more anti-rail- 


road fal on account of these 
Ok r fares than has 
been heard in this section in four 


ears. 

. These higher charges have re- 
sulted in a distinct slump in pas- 
senger business all over the coun- 
try and as other prices go down 
these will stand up like a sore fin- 
ger to irritate 110,000,000 people 
who at one time or another travel 
to some extent.—Hotel News of the

Business Conditions With 
Dry Goods and Allied Lines 


Small Orders,'But Plenty 

‘of Them, Indicate Good 
Basic: Situation, With 
Confidence dJncreasing.

The proof jf the pudding is in 
the buying. The real gage of pres- 
ent conditions both in the dry goods 


market and in the territory at 
large is this: How many are buy- 
ing? What are they buying? How 
much are they buying? . 

To answer all these questions one 
must go carefully about a real 
study as to what the answers a 
wholesaler of retailer may give 
means as well as tabulate the an- 
swers as received. 

We would make a good question 
mark these days. No dry goods 
man, be he big or little wholesaler, 
merchant, buyer, salesman or what, 
is safe from requests as to his 
opinion. Here is the result: e 

First, as to how many are buy- 
ing. All retailers who realize they 
must have merchandise to do busi- 
ness are buyers. This means that 
practically every merchant in the 
territory is in the market for some- 
thing. He may buy from the road 
salesman or by mail only, but he 
buys something. : 

Second, what are they Sure? 
Certain staples such as cotton goods, 
silks, ete., and novelties to sweeten 
staple merchandise already on hand. 
It is the novelty shoe, zarment or 
other apparel which is being de- 
pended on to get business. 

Third, how much are they Dny- 


ing? Very little at a time and not 
much of that. Some wholesalers 
report that read salesmen send back 
small orders from every point 
touched. Others state a merchant 
does not leave the house without 
buying something. But quantity or- 
ders are the exception. 

To sum up the three questions 
which furnish a gage of the local 
market and the territory served, 
we would say this: 

mig | every retailer is buy- 
ing in small lots for immediate or 
nearby needs; they are buying a 
certain amount of staples in the 
way of domestics, etc. and novel- 
ties in fashions of wearing apparel, 
which include special attention to 
shoes. 

The situation is such that to ven- 
ture an exact forecast of the fu- 
ture seems foolish to us. About 
the nearest we would like to ven- 
ture is to state our belief that the 
tendency of prices will continue 
downward ‘but that the wise mer- 
chant realizes he must have goods 
to do business and will not with- 
hold all orders for that reason but 
place his needs as. they arise. 

All indications, when one sits 
down and reviews them carefully, 
are that the dry goods business as 
herein represefited is fundamentally 
healthy and that affairs will so 
shape themselves that we can say 
we sincerity all’s well that ends 
will, 

There is a big need for increased 
confidence, and business is waking 
up to this fact as shown in the 
efforts made to treat the other fel- 
low as well as possible in the way 
of quality and prices. There is 
still room for further improvement. 
The biggest need is well-directed 
sales effort, from the man or wo- 
man behind the counter to the mill 
that supplies the jobber, 

The next few months will tell the 
story in its final chapters. These 
are the facts as borne out by pres- 
ent buying conditions,

We as car owners have heard a 
great deal about spark plugs; valves 
magnetos, bearings, batteries and 
carburetor, all of which are very 
essential to the proper functioning 
of our motor. But we have thought 
*1d heard very little about piston 
rings, a part that is just as essen- 
tial and possibly more so,than some 
of the above mentloned. In thts ar- 
ticle I wish to point out some of the 
facts about piston rings that should 
be of interest to every car owner 
Or to those interested in the up- 
keep of a car. 
To the average mechanic a piston 


ring is nothing mora nor less than’ 


“a cast iron band placed on. a cast 
iron piston and shoved into a cast 
iron hole.” We are trying to get 
away from the idea of calling it a 
piston ring. It is more than that, 
or at least should be. It is metal] 
piston packing, or should be. We 
now speak of: “packing our pistons” 
ved rather than “rfuging our pis- 
ons.” 

When I speak of packing a piston, 
I have in mind two forces in oppo- 
site directions to combat. Namely 
—compression in the combustion 
Chamber trying to get down into 
the crank case and oil in the crank 
casé trying to get up into the 


combustion chamber. There is sti}! 
another force to pack against, 
namely, suction, which has to do 
with the kind: of mixture we get 
into the combustion chamber. Now 
let’s see what part a Piston ring 
plays or should play with reference 
to these forces. 

A piston should be packed against 
suction, because {ft is this suction 
that forces the combustible mixture 
through the carburetor and into the 
combustion chamber. If it be poor- 
ly packed, there will be air drawn 
in from the crank case by the pack- 
ing, hence a lean mixture will be 
obtained. The mixture should be 
about sixteen parts of air to one 
part of gas. if the carpuretor is 
designed to give that kigd of a 
mixture and there is more air be- 
ing drawn from the crank case be- 
cause of poor packing, there would 
evidently be too lean a Mixture in 
the combustion enamber. As a ré- 
sult, that cylindsr would fail to 


fire, hence not only lose the mix- 
ture and force from that cylinder 
but the other cylinders would have 


imposed upon them the extra duty 
of dragging that one. If this hap- 
péns in all of tha cylinders eur mo- 
tor ceases to run. No doubt you 
have experienced just such a case. 
If there be a lean mixture in one 
cylinder and a rich mixture in an- 
other cylinder, the chances are 
that only one of those two will fire. 
The carburetor cannot be adjusted 
to those two conditions. 

After the piston is properly pacts 
ed against suction and the proper 
mixture is gotten into the combus- 
tion chambar, then the compression 
of this mixture to an extent that 
will create enough heat to :reach 
the kindling temperature is essen- 
tial. Hence, the piston must be 
packsd against compression fn or- 
der to raise the temperature of the 
mixture to the proper point. If the 
piston is orly and wuneavenly 
packed some of the cylinders will 
have batter compression than oth- 
ers, hence there will be a richer 

ixture in some than ‘pn others. 
Since the carburetor cannot be ad-

A buyer’s mafket gduch a 
we now have means that the buy- 
er must be convinced of a number 
of things before he signs an order 
blank, Advertising can and will 
convince the buyer that he should 
buy your goods. 

Convincing the buyer that he 
needs your goods is not a job con- 
fined entirely to the personne) of 
the. sales force and the organiza- 
tion that adds to their ordinary 
sales force the greatest mrarchan- 
dising promoter of them all—adver- 
tising!—is going to cash in on re- 
sults in the way of orders’ that 
is going to keep the wheels of the 
factory running. 

Base It on Grass Sales. 

What percentage of annual gross 
sales should be spent In advertis- 
ing? As a general rule two per 
cent will do very nicely and there 
afe situations that justify an ex- 
pénditure of five per cent. To 
spend a greater percentage is dan- 
gerous and not good practice; the 
writer knows of one organization 
that spent eight per cent of gross 
sales in advartising—and promptly 
went through bankruptéy! How. 
ever, the percentage vou can spend 
in advertising depends upon the 
class of busginése vou are in. Cir- 
cuses spend as high as 40 pér cent.

the amount and length of time pay- 
ments madé to depend upon the in- 
jury received. No compensation 
wii: be paid fOr the first fourteen 
days of incapacity resulting from 
injury, but enoulu the period of in- 
capacity eXtend beyond four weeks, 
then the compensation is payable 
from the day of injury. 

injury is defined to mean an in- 
capacity resulting from an aaci- 
dlent arising out of .and in the 
course of employment. Medical at- 
téntion is furnisned by the employ- 
er, and it must not exceed thirty 
days, unless at the discretion of 
the employer and employe, it is 
found’ advisable to continue such 
attention, providing that the total 
cost of such medical attention dges 
not exceed $100. However, should 
the employer see fit to furnish 
medical or surgical attention after 
that period and beyond that sum, 
he is at liberty to do so. In many 
cases the employer spends much 
more than the limited amount, as a 
little extra medical or surgical at- 
tention oftimes lessens the period 
of weekly compensation. 

Payments are made pn the basis 
of fifty per cent of the average 
wage of the injured worker, not to 
exceed twelve dollars a week and 
not less than six dollars a week. 
Not for one second do the employes 
feel that the present rate is an 
adequate one. Far from it in these 
days of the high costs of living. 
And even some employers say that 
the twelve dollars a week is not 
enough. On that I bélieve we are 
all agreed. Nor do the employes ad- 
mit that twelve dollars a week is 
fifty per cent of the average earn- 
ings of the average ware earner. 
While @émployes, through their 
trade unions strive to Keep wages 
as Universal a8 possible, there do 
exist vast differences, of course, 
according to the occupation and the 
amount of skill, brains and brawn 
necessary to the various  prodtc- 
tions. However, a basis had to be 
set and one shall have to probe 
far to find a better and higher 
rate of compensation during the 
first year of a compersation act. 
As the act works itself out’ the 
employes and employers will real- 
ize its benefits so clearly that they 
will undoubtedly co-operate to in- 
crease the rates of compensation. 
The general trend of legislation is 
to improve and this particular leg- 
islation will improve as the years 
roll on. 

The oped | of workmen’s com- 
pensation which has already been 
adopted by 43 states is not to al- 
low the injured person or persons 
a full weekly wage as a benefit, 
but to benefit the wage eéarner 
during his period of incapacity by 
a fair percentage of his earnings 
while in normal condition, as his 
employer and society at large Is 
benefited by his production. 

The Georgia act, like many oth- 
ers, outlines or schedules’ specific 
injuries, such as the loss of a 
thumb, finger, arm, leg and an eye, 
and the loss of a sense, such as 
hearing, by providing in the act

Men to New Administration

sociation Presents Views 
of His Organization for 
Consideration by New 
Government,

The word “president” carries a 
large significance in the mind of 
the American people. It means the 
office, not the person—the highest 
effice which jt Ils within the powers 
of representative government to be- 


stow on a citizen. 

The office of president is a _ po- 
sition which the nation should~ re- 
vere and do its utmost to uphold. 
When the selection for this office 
has fallen ag a mantle upon a citi- 
zen, all campaign antagonisms 
should pe submerged in loyalty, all 
animosities buried and that citizen 
should be offered the gracious and 
reverent good wishes and support 
of the entire people. 

We need peace. Peace comes 
through sacrifice, and as we reflect 
that the president has been install- 
éd into office at one ‘of the most 
crucial periodg of our national life, 
and confronted with obligations by 
| the side of which even the problems 
of Lincoln did not out-top, we take 
off our hats and salute and dedi- 
cate our very best to the nation’s 
welfare. 

Suggestions and recommendations 
have, and will, come to the presi- 
dent from many directions. So with 
genuine timidity, the credit man 
speaks his voice and from the moun- 
tain of his vision, presents as the 
desirable objectives of this greatly 
blessed land the following: 

(1) A recognition that* the presi- 
dent of the United States is a ser- 
vant of the people. 

(2) That he represents the people, 
not special interests nor a party; 
that he must follow, therefore, his 
conscience with fearlessness and 
an independence that typifies his 
recognition of this obligation tothe 
people as a whole. 

(3) He must strive for the solid- 
arity of the nation. There is still 
sectionalism, but leaving local prob- 
lems strictly to local control and 
determination and bending his ef- 
forts toward the bigger objectives, 
there can come that solidarity of 
Vision and action which will tre- 
mendously inerease the nation’s 
powers. 

(4) He must furnish an example 
of thrift and economy in govern- 
mental matters which will encour- 
age the citizens to observe the same 
principles in private life. Duplica- 
tion of effort and unnecessary ex- 
penses must be avoided and every 
possible economy, established with- 
out, however, destroying the ef- 
fectiveness of any valuable gov- 
ernment function. He must éver 
keep in mind the importance of re- 
lieving the burdens of the people. 

He must remove the burdens 
of unwise taxation and give the 
people a tax law such that the 
eeqeemr? burdens shall be wisely 
and equitably laid upon them. He 
must not se@k out the few to tax 
because of théir financtal position 
nor be over-influenced by those of 
radica) disposition. 

(6) He must preserve the inde- 
pendemce of the federal reserve

lanta itself, forms the eastern sid: 
of the arrow-shaped business dis- 
trict which will be served by the 
completion of Spring street and the 
proposed viaduct. On Pa2achtree 
street are located many of the 
principal buildings of the city, in- 
cluding several of the handsome 
theaters, fireproof hotels and re- 
tail stores. At or near the corner 
of Peachtree street and Auburn av- 
enue is a property that was pur- 
chased several months ago by E. H. 
Inman for $13,500 a front foot, 
which is believed to be the south- 
ern record for realty values. 

For many years. Peachtree almost 
up to the center of the city was 
known as the principal residence 
street of Atlanta. On it were lo- 
cated many handsome homes, but 
time and commerce have changed 
this street perhaps more than any 
thoroughfare in the city. Steadily 
encroaching upon the residences, 
business houses, such as automo@fe 
sales rooms and other high-c 8 
concerns, have forced the residences 
outward until at the present time 
all but,a few of the handsome 
homes that were once pointed to 
with pride by citizens of Atlanta 
have been dismantled and removed. 


Governor's Mansion. 

One of the few remaining resi- 
daences is that .of the governor of the 
etate, which still remains in the old 
out-of-dat® building standing at the 
corner of Cain and Peach*ree 


streets, directly across from. the 
handsome First Baptist church and 
adjacent to the beautiful Masonic 
temple. This old building is expected 
to be sold by the state and a new 
residence built for the governor 
more in. keeping with the impor- 
tance and dignity of the common- 
wealth. When this is done the pur- 
chaser of the present mansion prop- 
erty will have one of the choice lo- 
cations of the city for a department 
store, an office building or a hotel. 

Marietta street, running from 
F:ve~Points in a northeasterly di- 
rection, was also at one time an 
important residential strect. This 
street is the widest thoroughfare in 
the center of the city. On it are now 
located many of the important pub- 
lic buildings, such as the city hall, 
the Transportation building, the Gas 
and-€Electric building, the skyscrap- 
ers of the Fourth National, the Cit- 
izens and Southern, the propuysed 
building of the Fulton National, the 
Atlanta Trust Company building 
and the Federal Reserve bank, 
which is known as one of the hand- 
scmest structures in the south. 

Far down Marietta street vl 
buildings are being renovated or 
torn away with a view to construct- 
ing new. business houses, and this 
street promises to become one of *he 
most important commercial  thor- 
oughfares in Atlanta. 


New Boulevard. 

Intersecting Marietta street near 
the center of the city is Spring 
street, the new boulevard now bhe- 
ing graded and paved from the 
northern limits of the city toward 
its center. It will be from Martet- 
ta street that the proposed viaduct 
will run across the railroad tracks 
to the Terminal] station, and this 
improvement, furnishing a direct 
drive from the big station to Ma- 
rietta street will not only connect 
the new business district more di- 
rectly with the Terminal  stat‘on, 
burt will give people of the north 
side and citizens of the northwest 
section a more @firect line to the 
Terminal! station.

' and Hide Blue Eyes [INSPECTOR THOMAS LUMSDEN, an investi 


gating official in the service of the Board of 

Guardians of the Poor at Leeds, England, is 
authority for the interesting statement that 90 
per cent. of runaway husbands and wife de- 
serters are blue-eyed. 

The duties of Inspector Lumsden include the 
eareful preparation of reports and records of 
cases of destitute families not only within the 
jurisdiction of the Leeds guardians of the poor, 
but also throughout Great Britain. Destitution 
of a helpless wife and family frequently follows 
the disappearance of an unworthy husband, and 
whenever a case of that kind is reported to the 
charities authorities a detailed description of 
the runaway, his age, height, weight, identifica- 
tion marks, the color of his hair and the color 
of his eyes is made and scattered broadcast in 
the hope that the police will arrest him wherever 
he may happen to be hiding. These descriptive 
lists of runaway husbands “are declared to be 
so accurate that they have led to the restoration 
of many a reluctant husband to the bosom of 
his family. 

And the one very noticeable and perhaps im- 
portant feature of the lists is that they show 
such a tremendous preponderance of blue-eyed 
runaway husbands over fugitives possessing 
brown, gray or even green eyes. 

. There seems to be no logical connection be- 
tween blue eyes and a wanderlust. Inspector 
Lumsden’s records furnish the only positive in- 
dication that there may be any connection 
at all. Nevertheless, psychological experts 

are now giving the matter con- 
siderable attention, and in view 
of all the commotion that has 
been raised throughout the Mid- 
dle West during the past few 
weeks over the reports of blue- 
eyed beauties, blye-eyed vampires 
and blue-eyed runaway husbands, 
it is possible that science may yet 
be able to tell us what basis, if 
any, there is for the “Beware of 
blue eyes” warning that is being 
circulated from Chicago, ‘London 
and other large cities. 

The blue-eye peril is regarded 
as imminent by Dr. Reginald C. 
Augustine, president of the Amer- 
ican Optometric Association. 

“Blondes not adapted to 
this climate,” declares with 
emphasis. “The glaring sunshine 
irritates their nerves. If your 
blonde wife or sweetheart is too 
ween wits make her wear 
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dark glasses. Do you want to make Chicago 
safe for husbands? Then déport, the blonde 
beauties to Moose Factory or same other cold 
northern region. Blondes are irritated by the 
ultra-violet rays of the sun; so from an excess 
of energy they pull the Cleopatra stuff on the 
menfolk, flock to the cabarets and sing) rag- 
time songs. a 

“Blondes don’t belong to this latitude. They 
are affected by ultra-violet rays and have ‘an 
excess of energy which they have got to pull 
off on men.” : 

Within the last month Chicago has had an 
experience of this very thing. The name “she” 
gave was “Cleopatra,” and she has been de- 
scribed as “a blue-eyed vamp” and “the beauti- 
ful blonde.” She was arrested on a charge of 
luring dozens of men into a den where her hus- 
band and a few confederates stripped the easy 
victims of al] their valuables as fast as the blue- 
eyed Cleopatra could lead them in. 

So there may be something in the blue-eyed 
peril after all. Prof. Gordon J. Hargrave, the 
Chicago character analyst, insists that there is. 
And being a blue-eyed blonde, himself, he ought 
te know. The blonde, described by Prof. Har- 
grave as rapid-thinking, brilliant, variety-lov- 
ing and buoyant, is the butterfly that flits from 
flower to flower, sipping the sweetness from 
each. The brunette is the moth that circles 
steadily around one flame. The blonde husband 
may have the best intentions in the world, espe- 
cially if he has a well-developed top division to 
his head. He is not exactly fickle, but he does 
love variety, and that is not the most desirable 
trait in a husband. | 

Dr. Albert Wilson, the famous Britisn psy- 
chological expert, has expressed the opinion 
that dark-eyed men are even more tempera- 
mental and fiery than the blue-eyed variety. 


Rut he does not deny that there is even more | 


danger when the lure lies;in a deep blue eye 
rather than in an openly avowed temperament 
and fiery nature. 

In fact the recognized lure of the deep blue- 
eyed has reached the stage where it has been 
seriously suggested that all blue-eyed blondes 
should be compelled to wear smoked glasses. 

“Blonde women do excite the eye,” says Dr. 
Elizabeth Hamilton Muncie, the Brooklyn, N. Y., 
physician. “I don’t know why it is, but it is a 
recognized fact in the medical profession that 
women with light, fluffy hair appeal to men 
more than the other kind. 

“I investigated the case of two girls several 
years ago which proved it. One was a blonde 
and the other a brunette. Letters were ex- 
changed between the two in which the fair- 
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haired one advised her friend to change the 
color of her hair; for light hair, wrote she, got 
the men quicker than any other kind. The 
blonde, as we afterward discovered, wasn’t a 
vampish girl, but her philosophy of hair cer- 
tainly sustained her point.” 

Dr. Orin W. Joslin, who makes a specialty 
of color diagnosis, turned a deaf ear to the 
Chicago opinion. He said: 

“The color has nothing to do with i. In 
fact, there is no color in blonde hair. 

“Blonde women undoubtedly attract men 
quicker than brunettes, but it is not at all be- 
cause of their hair. It’s because of the rest of 
the features that go with it. 

“Blue eyes, for instance, are treacherous to 
men. And blue eyes and blonde hair go to- 
gether. We have found in our study of colors 
that blue is a sedative and tends to put a per- 
son to sleep. Granting this, it is not the hair, 
but the blue eyes that should be censured. 

“And that is just why women and girls who 
dye their hair blonde to catch the masculine eye 
are so out of line. Any man subconsciously 
knows that features go with light hair and when 
he doesn’t find them he is not attracted. They 
may be able to change the ‘color of their hair, 
but they can’t change the color of their eyes. 
So they’re simply misfits.” . 

But, after all, Prof. William E. Scott of 
Princeton University assures us. that the men- 
ace of the blue-eyed blonde person will last only 
a little time longer. There won’t be any left, 
he says, in 2921. That’s only a little time—e 
thousand years hence. Speaking relatively, of 
course. 

We'll all be brunettes then. The coal supply, 
says the learned professor, will last until that 
time. Then it will have been exhausted and, to 
keep us from freezing and to provide heat and 
light for work and eating, it will be necessary 
to move to the tropics where we’l] all take on 
the hue of the Moor. 

And there won’t be any more blue-eyed 
blondes! 

In the meantime, though, we should avoid 
blondes. The natural kind, of course, are the 
only dangerous ones. The peroxides—they don’t 
count. Gordon J. Hargrave, Chicago character 
analyst, efficiency expert and vocational] coun- 
sellor, is generous enough to warn the girls ‘not 
to wed blonde men. They’re perfectly danger- 
ous, he says. But he doesn’t say a word to the 
poor men. Their fate may be terrible, accord- 
ing to his own preachings, if they happen to 
mate with a blonde. And they’re apt to do it— 
men have done such things, really—unless 
they are warned!

OU have, no doubt, heard 

\ about the fll effects of hard 

water upon the complexion. In 

fact, there has been 80 much 
agitation recently that it may’ be said 
to have approached the point where it 
becomes a soft-water crusade. 

Women everywhere have put their 
heads together and decided that hard 
water must go. In some cities and 
towns they have even been able to per- 
suade the municipality to erect a plant 
for softening the town’s water supply. 
Of course, they have had to show that 
soft water saved not only complexions 
but dollars and cents ag well. 

if the water of your town is hard 
and if the municipality simply will ‘not 
install a softening plant, it will be up 
to you to soften the water for your 
own uee. This ts not nearly go hard a 
feat as it sounds. 

But before telling you just how hard 
water may be softened, we want to be 
sure that you know how to recognise 
hard water when you gee it, and that 
you know just what it does to your 
skin. 

Hard water contains a large per- 
centage of calcium and magnesium 
salts When soap ie added to such 
water, there is formed an insoluble, 
sticky substance which enlarges the 
ocres, roughens the skin, and clogs 
‘he system. Thue when one takes a 
wath in hard water, one is not really 
c‘ean, for the soap and water form a 
which covers the body 
ihe a shellac. This transparent glaze 
attracts water and remains moist so 
that dust and dirt adhere to it. 

Water which turns a pearly gray color 
and does not form suds when soap is 
put into it is hard water and needs 
to be softened. Soft water will remain

almost ag clear as a crystal when soap 
js added. It is the insoluble curds 
which give the water that grayish ap- 
pearance. 

Now that you know what hard water 
looks like and what it does to the ekin, 
the next thing to know is what to do to 
counteract the effect of the minerais in 
the water. Most softening plants make 
use of a lime and soda process, but this 
is much too complicated for the person 
who wants eome soft water just fer the 
sake of her complexion. She should 
make use of the common household 
remedies which are always near at 
hand. We refer to borax and washing 
soda. 

Try putting a bit of borax or Wash- 


ing soda into the water for your bath — 


and see how deliciously soft and sudsy 
it becomes when a very little bit of 
soap is used. 

Then, too, you may make fascinating 
little bath bags which will serve to 
soften the water. Simply cut small 
squares out of old handkerchiefs or 
cheesecioth, sew them up and fill them 
with uncooked oatmeal mixed with a 
little bran and enough orris root to 
ecent the mixture. Tie the top of the 
bags with tape or wash ribbon. One 
bag will be sufficient to soften the 
water for the bath. 

There has recently been put upon the 
market, a new and dainty method for 
softening water. This softener takes 
the form of balsam puffs, small im- 
ported disks which come six to the 
box. The bags are filed with bath 
crystals redolent with the woodsy oder 
of the pines. Beauty specialists claim 
that these disks besides softening the 
water and perfuming it, have distinctly 
healthful qualities in their effect upon 
the skin. * 

So it is not really difficult to have a 
supply of soft water, is it?

A. It seernms to me that you eat too 
many sweets and too much rich and 
heavy food. [f you would have a beau- 
tiful skin, you must be willing to sacr'- 
fice some things. Do not eat heavy and 
rich foods and not too many sweets, es- 
pecially candy. Drink at least eight 
glasses of water each day and exercise 
in the open air. 

In addition to this, wash your face 
theroly with warm water and a good 
soap each night before going to bed. 
Rinse it just as thoroly with very cold 
water so that the pores are closed and 
the skin kept firm. 

Se much for getting rid of the cause 
of the blackheads. The green soap

For holidays the gray Wall papers 
can be dressed up as luncheon sets ap- 
propriate for the occasion.

If the wall paper is already flowered, 
the design needs only to be accented 
if it is In one of the blurred neutral!

o Was St. Valentine ?

Ww HE origin of St. 
Valentine’s day is. 
shrouded in mys- 
tery. No one 
knows just why 
February the 
fourteenth has 
come to be set 
apart as a day 
for exchanging 
those _ missives, 
either flattering or 
otherwise, known 
as “valentines.” 
One thing is cer- 
tain, howéver, and 
that is that St. 
Valentine was not 


responsible for the custom, 


There are two St. Valentines men- 
tioned in history. Both were bishops 
of the early church. The first Bishop 
Valentine was choked to death by a fish 
bone. The faithful Catholics of Italy 
and Germany pray to him to cure epi- 
lepsy. Surely this saint could not be 
responsible for the establishment of the 
present-day valentine custome. 

The’ other St. Valentine May be con- 
sidered but indirectly responsible for the 
things which are perpetrated in his 
name. This good saint was also @ 
bishop of Rome in the third ceatury. 
During the reign of Claudius he was 
persecuted and became a martyr for his 
religion. He had been thrown into 
prison and while there he cured the 
keeper’s daughter of blindness. For 
this kind act, he was beaten with clubs 
and then beheaded. His remaing repose 
in the church of 8t, Praxedes in Rome. 

What. then, was the origin of Valen- 
‘ine day if neither of these two saints 
whose name it bears are responsible for 
it? It is quite probable that the cus- 
tom of choosing valentines had its 
origin in an old pagan ceremony cele- 
prated in honor of Februato Juno dur- 
ing the feast of the Lupercalia which 
was held in ancient Rome in the month 
of February. 

it appears that the Roman youths 
were accustomed to draw by lot the 
names of Roman maidens. The draw- 
ing was then followed by ceremonies 
not unlike the modern game of forfeits. 
When the good fathers of the church 


came into power In Rome, they tried 
to do away with this pagan custom. 
When they found that to be impossible 
they eubstituted the names of saints for 
these of giris in the drawing. The 
saint which fell to the lot of the youth 
in the drawing was to be especiaily 
emulated during the following ‘year. 

it happened that ‘ee anniversary of 
St. Valentine’s birth fell upon the 
fourteenth of February and that day 
was chosen for the festival. 

The customs of the Roman youth were 
not to be changed so easily, however. 
and soon the, names of the saints were 
forgotten on the billets and the names 
of the girle again appeared. 

This custom of drawing one's valentine 
by lot was prevalent in England and 
Scotland during the fourteenth century. 
At this time girls as well as boys drew 
lots for their true valentines. The 
young ten were accustomed to wear 
the billets on their sleeves and to make 
special efforts to entertain and please 
the young girls whose names they had 
drawn. Frequently this game cnded 
in the valentines falling in love with 
and marrying one another. 

There is an ancient superstition ‘hat 
the birds select their mates upon this 
day and that the first person of the 
opposite sex met on Valentine morning 
is destined to be the future spouse 


It was but a short step from the 
choosing of valentines by lot to the 
deliberate choice of a particular pers: 
as the valentine. 

It was not until the nineteenth cen- 
tury, however, that the valentine inis- 
sives ae we know them came into use. 
The first valentines were written upon 
thick sheets of gilt-edged paper . a: 
carried to their destination by specia! 
messengers. 

The first printea valentines were 
gaudy affaires, but they were, neo dou! 
none the less appreciated for all that. 
The ladies were represented. as_ being 
clothed in scarlet gowns and green o: 
blue shawls, while the gentleman in- 
variably wore lavender trousers, yellow 
waistcoats, ami green and 
cravats.

Bismarck’s resignation was a 
sensation which did not bring any 
popularity to the kaiser. 

The iron chancellor, after his dis- 
missal retired to  Friedrichsruh, 
where he wrote bitter criticisms of 
the government for a Hamburg pa- 
per. 

In 1894 there was a formal recon- 
ciliation between Bismarck and the 
kaiser, but it is doubtful if it were 
anything more than outward show. 

William showered honors there- 
after on Bismarck, who called them 
“the dog’s kickout,” which fs the 
name given to the gentle sign of re- 
gard Prussian squires give devoted 
dogs which they boot out of the way 
when the poor brutes jump affec- 
tionately upon them. 

“A good minister,” Bismarck once 
said, “should not trouble about his 
sovereign’s favor, but should speak 
his mind freely.”

HAVANA, March 1. 
HE lid is off in Havana. And the devil's cauldron 
that boils and bubbles is a good bit deeper than a 
a well with a mouth far wider than a barn door. 
Truly, it is enough. ' Imagine the old time gayety 
of Broadway, with the lurid lights of Coney Island 
and the reckless abandon of Monte Carlo combined 
in a pot pouri of frivolity and carnival madness 
and you visualize this erstwhile quaint and quiet city. 

Roulette and baccarat, jai-alai and English hazard, night 
tennis and nocturnal hunts for man-eating sharks, flirtatious 
women and fun-lustful men, make up the kaleidoscopic nights 
that hold this place enthralled. While the sporting world— 
the world of gambling and chance—awaits the word of the 
Price of Monaco, who, according to latest reports, contemplates 
the ciosing of the famous Monte Carlo, its satellites, here, in 
the Cuban capital, have been won to indifference to the fate of 
the famous Mediterranean Mecca of those who play at odds 
by the glamor and ostentation and dazzling splendor of this 
new center of prodigality and voluptuousness. | 

The Gran Casino here surpasses even the splendor of the 
famous Casino of Monte Carlo. It is a thing of architectural 
‘beauty, fashioned_ef pure white marble and limestone: . Sur- 
rounded by luxuriant shrubbery affecting the style of a Vene- 
tian garden, this $4,000,000 gem of construction glitters as 
a mirage in a desert. True, it has no “suicide wall” below 
which, as at Monte Carlo, unlucky players found denouement 
to the adverse game of life. That is—yet! But the-nude 
body of a woman suicide who killed herself after fickle fate 
turned the luck against her, recently cast by the ocean on the 
nearby beach, and the, stabbed and bludgeoned corpse of Al- 
bert Shannon, ticket agent for the Peninsula and Occidental 
Steamship Company, killed for his winnings at the roulette 
wheel, have already started the payroll of sin.

Gambling Invitations Restricted. 


lt is not a simple thing to get into the casino, wide open 
as Havana and its surroundings are, But this is not because 
of the law or any restraint except that which aims to admit 
only the exclusive and the ‘‘real fellows’’ while excluding the 
hoi poili and the rotters. One must have a card in order to 
pass the threshold, the card of admission signed by Fausto 
Campuzano, social manager, who succeeded a well known 
opera singer in that position. Senor Campuzano is a re 
markable person with the soft voice and easy grace of his 
Latin forbears and the ready handshake and winning affa- 
bility of the American politician. He is never niggardly 
about issuing invitations—when he knows those to whom he 
issues them or when they have been properly recommended. 
And he is very strong for Americans. They are his particular 
meat.

“England 


Wanted War.” 
People in England have often 


been puzzied as to why Germany 
went to war. She was wféygning the 


commerce of the world and the 
power which that carries—then how 
extraordinary stupid of her to 
plunge into the risks of war! I 
pointed out this view to Captain von 
illsemann, the ex-kaiser’s aide-le- 
camp, with the added comment that 
the British certainly did not seek a 
fight. : 

“But would Britain have sat down 
quietly for another ten years and 
watched us absorbing the coin: 
merce of the world?” he replied. 
“Surely not, as it would mean ruin 
for her. It was natural she should 
wish to stop our development. War 
was the only way to do it. So—!” 

“I congratulate you,” he con- 
tinued. “Britain has achieved most 
fully and gloriousiy what she went 
out to achieve. whe has put Ger- 
many back for twenty years... It 
remains for her to keep what she 
has wrested from rmany.” 

i saw some similgrity in this to the 
views of a German general at a din- 
ner party in Dresden in November, 
1909. and I related my conversation 
with him to Captain von Iisemann. 
The general, elderly, fat and wit. 
jong over-hanging eyebrows, was 
sitting next to me. and immediately 
after we had finished soup he turned 
to me and asked in perfect English: 
“And do you believe we are gping 
to war with England?” Feeling ‘imme 
it did not in the least mattei” what
